so much for the musing and maintenance 
of same. 
Very true, but we can send 


men to Harnaburg who will advocate the 
construction of stone roads. Give us stone 
roads like they have in New Jersey.

It appears that he has baen living in the 
vicinity for some time, and as Sheriff 
Hobensack chanced to be in Newtown, 
Walton was turned over to his custody 
after arrest. 


Two prisoners beliveed to be dangerous 


men are awaiting trial here for an attemp- 
ted robbery at the Yardley National Bank. 
They are Walter Kline and John Lee, 
members of a gang arrested in Philadel- 
phia some time ago. It was thought they 
were concerned in the Yardley affair, in 
consequence of which they were brought 
here and subsequently given a hearing in 
Yardley before Jusi.ic9 Enstburn. 
The 


hearing took place on Friday, when a 
number of witnesses testified tlmt they 
had seen the prisoners at the time the at- 
tempted robbery took place. They were 
held in default of bail in tha sum of $1500 
each. 


Since the meeting of the Democratic

to every Democrat whose vision is not ob- 
scured by the tears of weak and useless 
grief for what we have failed to do which 
we should have done, or whose eyes are 
not so crossed by suspicions watching of 
others that they fail to eaten the dawning 
light of Democracy's rising sun, but see 
only the shadows cast by the stones which 
mark the graves of buried hopes." 


This is the first time that the party 


paper has made acknowledgement of the 
fact that factional feeling still eixsts. 
The meeting of the County Committee 
did not tend to heal the breach. The 
friends of Henry A. James, candidate for 
chairman, feel that his defeat was due to 
the fact that he was regarded as in sym- 
pathy with the sound money fraction and 
not the dyed-in-the-wool article preferred 
by the regulars. Mr. James withdrew his 
name when he discovered the situation. 
The Democrat's appeal to its party as 
quoted above is interpreted as a suggestion 
to Mr. James and the faction with wh'ich 
he is identified to let the matter drop in 
the interest of harmony.

CIOARETTES. 


New York Sun. 


They have received another black eye, 


or rather a clean knock-out, so far as It 
goes, at the Northwestern Academy, in 
Evanston, III. 
1 n an address to hi* stu- 


dents on Monday last Dr. H. F. Fisk, tha 
principal of the Academy, stated that ro- 
cent competithe examinations had shown 
that onl) 2 per cent, of the cigarette users 
in the school had been able to reach tho 
first grade, whereas in the fourth, or low- 
est, grade the percentage ot such smokers 
was 57. In conclusion, Dr. Fisk advised 
all of his pupils who were addicted to cig- 
arette smoking either to quit tho habit or 
the academy. Tuition fees will bo refund- 
ed, said ho, to all who choose the academy. 


The fact of stupidity ascribed to the 


cigarette IB greater in this institution than 
it is in the Kokuino schools, in Indiana, 
where, it was sold a few days ago, 400 
pupils out of 1,800 wore two years behind 
in their studies as the result of smoking 
cigarettes. 


It is noticeable that the most virulent 


attacks upon the cigarette usually occur 
at this time ot the year, that Is, In Feb- 
ruary or March. In February of last year 
the Logixliitures of Michigan and Tonnes* 
soe and of half a dozen other States were 
overrun with measures to smite "the cig- 
arette demon" hip and thigh. 
About a 


year before that the officers of tho Chica- 
go, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad for- 
mally expelled the "coffin nails" from tho 
lips of all tho trainmen on that system. 
Early in 1899 tho Maryland Public Health 
Association considered tho specific charge 
that "tho cigarette antagonizes (he best 
efforts of tho mother for tho welfare of 
her boy." 
In the investigation which fol- 


lowed, the weight of evidence, including 
that furnished by same of the best-known 
physicians In Maryland, was very indeci- 
sive. About four years ago a so-called 
cigarette war was on in New York, and 
then, as in other trials of tho same sort, 
the charge against tho accused lacked tho 
proof necessary to convict, 


Indeed, it is less than five years ago 


that a spirited agitation against tho ciga- 
rette took place in Chicago, only a short 
distance from the Northwestern Academy. 
At that time a thorough analysis by tho 
experts of Chicago's Health Department 
t>f fourteen different brands, of the article 
sold in that city showed that there was 
nothing in any of the brands examined 
which, in the opinion of experts, would 
produce injurious effects upon youug '.TiCE. 


Tho statement of Dr. Fisk shows there 


are still Home in Go^kjxnmty who disagree 
with the findings l!W$£?e<fp's Health 
Board; and doubtless tholib^. 
of people 


could be found elsewhere who agree with 
tho doctor. Nevertheless, the case against 
the cigarette cannot bo called closed.

BuckBtGountians were concerned with cit- 
izens of our count]1 was that of William 
Buck limn vs. Point and .Taineu W. Phippe. 
It in uuw a leading authority. 
A few 


years ago I sent a copy of the Paper Book 
to Belief on te, at the request of lawyers of 
the Centre county Pa., to be used as an 
authority on one point—namely, the pow- 
er of Associate Judges, unlearned in the 
law, 
to over rule the President Judge 


learned in the law. On the 7th of July 
1856 Willianf Buckman filed a Bill in 
Equity at Norristown against Peter and 
Jdmes W. Philips asking our Court to 
compel the Fhipps people to a specific 
performance of an agreement they had all 
entered into the 21st day of January 1856 
to exchange Buckman's Mill and about 13 
acres of land in Northampton township, 
Bucks county, known as the Spring Garden 
Mills, bounded by some land; of John 
Blakor and others and the Newtown and 
Addis'.'ille public road, for a house and 
lot in Norristown owned by James W. 
Phippa and a farm in West Calu township, 
Chester county, containing about 75 acres 
owned by Peter Fhipps, the father of 
James W. Phippa, bounded by lands of 
Richard McPherson and John Mct'arland 
and fronting on the Wilmington Road. 
In 


this trade the Mill,property was valued at 
$8500—the Fhipps properties at $7750. 
There was a mortgage on the Mill property 
of about $1700 to OhurleB Blaker which 
made fiuckman owe the the Phipps folks 
—taking the Mill subject to the mort- 
gage, the sum of $850 which Sam was to 
be paid as follows: in four acres of Wood- 
land in Newtown township, Bucks county; 
in logs for sawing, in wagons and in grain 
at cost. The Chester county farm was 
then in the tenuncy of George W. Stack- 
house, a son-in-law of Peter Phipps. 
Peter lived in 
Whitemarsh township, 


Montgomery county, on the Wissuhickon 
adjacent to and north of Cleaver's Mill. 
The deeds were to be exchanged and 
possession given April 1st, 1858. 
About 


the 29th of 
Februnry 
1866 however, 


Buokman guve James W. Phipps possess- 
ion of the Mill property, and James gave 
Buckman possession of the Norristown 
house; and Buckman moved here, and 
Jamos moved there. 
But on the fifth of 


February 1H5U Buckman made a lease witn 
John Davis and William Davis for the 
Chester county farm, 
possession to her 


given April 1, 1856. 
The Davises moved 


to the Chester county farm April 1, 1856 
and found all the gates locked and Peter 
Phi ops and GaeTge W. Stacuhouse ready 
U>prevent them from taking possession; 
the Davises were forbidden and forcibly 
resisted by Stackhouse taking hold of the 
heads of the horses. The Davises then 
brought suit against Buckman for damages 
in the Chester county Court for not giv- 
ing them possession,and obtained a verdict 
against Buckmun for $42!) and costs of 
suit. 


James W. Fhipps and his brother Jo- 


seph only remained in possession of the- 
Spring Qarden Mills about 10 days or so 
when they moved away and abandoned the 
property. 
Meanwhile someone had been 


writing anonymous letters to Buckman 
and to the Phipps people telling them how 
they had 
respectively 
been 
cheated. 


Buckman was suspected of writing those 
letters himself, whether justly or unjust- 
ly I know not. 


The way was wide open for a big law 


suit, and for several law suits. 
Judge 


Smyser all through the litigation leaned to 
the view that specific performance could 
not be enjoined; that Buckman had an 
adequate remedy at law for damages. 
The Associate Judges favored specific 
performance. 
I was appointed Examiner 


and took all the testimony. I examined 
L. E. Corson, the conveyancer, Thomas 
Rodebaugh, 
James 
Burnett, 
Charles 


Yeakle, Thomas Janney, Nelson K. Muen, 
William Cooper, Edward Logan, Flumley 
Saxton, Cornelius S. Bauer, William Hen- 
ry Chapman. 


When we adjourned to December 23, 


1850 where Jesse Leedom, George A. Cor- 
nell, Richard McPherson, William Stack- 
house were examined. February 10, 1857

VVillam H. Chapman. April 17, 


1857 
Joseph Phipps, William P. Eeif, 


William Stackhouse, Richard McPherson, 
George W. Stackhouse, Edwin Knight, 
John Blaker, Plumley Saxton, T. Wilson 
Miller, Fredrick Ellinger, Charles Blaker 
were examined. 
June 3, 1857 Joseph 


Wiley, John Cleaver, Charles A. Yeakle, 
Silas Cleaver,George Kenderdine, Thomas 
Twining, Ira Hogeland, Henry M. Twin- 
ing, 
Mahlon 
Buckman, Edward Logan, 


Alfred Lefferts and William Barker were 
examined. 


June 11, 1857, William Phipps, Henry 


Edey, Charles White, Joseph Phipps were 
called on and gave evidence. 
June 17, 


1856 Isaac Roberts, Harrison Shoemaker, 
Jacob L. Pax son. 


G. R. Fox and B. Markley Boyer, Eeqs., 


represented the plaintiff, William Buck- 
man; James Boyd Esq., represented the 
defendants, Peter Phipps and so*n. 
The 


case was fought with great energy and bit- 
terness. 
The scenes were often exciting, 


ludicrous and farcical. Boyd had the Law 
Judge Hon. D. M. Smyeer on his side all 
the way through; the Associate Judges 
differed from Smsser and Messers. Fox 
and Boyer wonld prepare the necessary 
orders find decrees as the case progressed 
and the Associate Judges would grant 
them. To show bow determined Judge 
Smyser whs in his view, I will quote his 
dissent in one instance—there are many of 
them: 


With all due respect to the better judg 


ment of the majority of the court I am 
compelled from a sense of duty, to dissent 
from their conclusions, and desire to place 
my dissent on record. I dinsent for the 
following reasons: 


The original order for the issue was un- 


necessary, irregular, unauthorized and im- 
proper. 
The plaintiff's bill ought to have 


been dismissed, because the testimony was 
so opposite and conflicting as to have the 
equity of his case invvoled in very great 
uncertainty and doubt, and the parties 
ihould have been left to their ordinary 
legal remedies. 


There was no jurisdiction in the Court 


to amend the original issue, nor is there 
any to amend or enlarge it. 


The amendment is no* in conformity 


with the rules and practice of the court 
sitting ae a court of equity. 


Tho amendment is unnecessary, and, 


as well as the original issue relates to 
matters and things over which a court of 
equity ought not to exercise •jurisdiction. 


For these and other reasons I dissent 


rom the action of the majority of the 
court on this particular motion and their 
entire action on the plaintiff's bill. 


I do it, and record this my dissent, from 


no feeling of disrespect to my associates, 
but from a sense of duty. 
I cannot, by 


ilence, consent to appear to acquiesce in 
hat which is so entirely contrary to my 
'lews of duty in the case. 


Daniel M. Smyser, President Judge. 
The issue above spoken of, was made 


October 10, 1857 and was tried before a 
nry here November 17, 1857 and on the 
Oth of November the jury rendered a ver- 
ict for the plaintiff William Buckman 
or $1,028.02 against Peter and James W.

'The domain of lew differs from that of 
morale" he Mid, "like concentric circles 
hey occupy ground common to both. 
Not every mtatatement will vitiate a con- 
ract. The seller extols and the buyer 
epreciates the value of the commodity, 
'or everything sntruly said or done 


by either, sound morals will hold him to 
account: but the law allows the avarice of 
mankind thus to play in ita orbit, until, 
by falsehood, damage has been done. The 
weight of modern authority preponderates 
in favor of the principle that an intention 
to deceive and a false statement on a 
material point, will not overthrow tne 
bargain, unless the statement mis the 
means which produced." 6 Case) 402. 


Many amusing incident* occurred dur- 


ing the long seige in this case—the many 
meetings—the many arguments and var- 
ious forms which the litigation assumed as 
it wore along. 


Peter Pbipps, as I have said,' resided up 


the Wissahirkon from Cleaver's Mill. He 
reqested Boyd when he wanted him to 
write him a note and to give It to Mr. 
Auge and ask him to put it in his paper 
which was delivered every week to Phipps 
in a box at the end of his lane—that the 
postofBce was inconvenient and distant 
from bis home.

It was a bitter T)ill for Judge Smyser to 
swajfew when the Supreme Court paid no 
attention to his vigorous dissent, or to the 
fact that the Lay Judges had made the 
decreee, but in one of the most flowery 
opinions in our Books, affirmed the judg- 
ment of the Court below.

this 


opinion, years afterward, I gained the caee 
of Saurman VB. Taylor, a famous case be- 
tween a Norristown and Pottstown man, 
reversing Judge B. Markley Boyer—not 
even granting a venire facias de nova.

A Petition to Presbytery. 


Owing to the fnct that the spiritual af- 


fairs of the Bristol Presbyterian Church 
aro in a disturbed condition, nnd looking 
to tho severance of the relations between 
the church and its pastor, tho following 
petition, sigmd by fifty-five communicant 
members and one trustee, wns presented 
nt the meeting of tho Presbytery of Phila- 
delphia North, at Germalitown. on last 
Tuenduy: 


To the Presbytery

We, the undersigned members of the 


Presbyterian (!hurch of Bristol, Pa., sub- 
ject and submitting to the jurisdiction of

named Presbytery, 
being 


grieved over the unfortunate disturbed 
and unsatisfactory conditions prevailing 
in our congregation, considering and de- 
niring its spiritual and material welfare, 
feel called upon to petition, and do here- 
by petition the Presbytery of Philadel- 
phia North to appoint at its March meet- 
ing n committee of investigation to mnke 
a thorough and impartial inquiry into 
the state of n if airs in the said congrega- 
tion, with a view of adjusting the existing 
difficulties, or to take such other action in 
the premises as, in the judgment of the 
Presbytery, tlio cause of religion and the 
Bristol congregation may be entitled to at 
the hands of your reverend body in the 
exercise of its constitutional function of 
oversight of the churches under its watch 
and care.

Burgess was rend: 


Bristol, Pa., March 10, 1902. 


To tho President and Members of Council: 


Gentlemen:—At this tho first meeting 


of tho present council I wish to call your 
attention to a few matters of moic or less 
importance affecting the future welfare of 
the borough. 


But before doing this I want to congrat- 


ulate the members of the last Council up- 
on the excellent record made by them as 
shown by the report of the late Committee 
on Finance. 
Instead of a deficit or a 


merely nominal sum in the treasury as has 
been customary at this time of the year 
and in addition thereto a largo number of 
unpaid bills that had to be held over until 
tho money from the ensuing year's taxes 
was available v>e now have o'C'or $2700 in 
the Treasurer's hands and but few out- 
standing bills unpaid. 


This very desirable result has been at- 


tained through the wise management of 
the members of the late Committee on 
Finance as well (IB the determined ellorts 
mndo by the members of other committees 
to keep the expenditures within their re- 
spective appropriations. 


Let us hope the same conservative sys- 


tem will be followed by the ditterent com- 
mittees to be appointed this evening ana 
tho utluirs ot the borough continue us dur- 
ing the past yenr to be conducted upon 
sound business principles. 


An important ordinance covering an 


agreement entered into by the Pennsyl- 
vania Kailioad Company and the borough 
was passed by the late Council and ap- 
proved by me. 


This measure settled amicably a ques- 


tion that at one time threatened to intensi- 
fy a bittornoss of fooling that had for^a 
long time unfortunately existed between 
the two corporations. 


Many important matters connected with 


the above named ordinance will no doubt 
come up for your consideration during the 
ensuing year. 


These questions you will act upon with- 


out undue favor or prejudice toward any 
individual or corporation and with an eye 
to the best interests of our borough. 


We have beon singularly fortunate dur- 


ing the [Mist year in having no destructive 
tiro in our midst. 


The out-break of small-pox which at one 


time threatened our town was promptly 
suppressed and kept within bounds by our 
efficient Board of Health seconded by the 
vigorous measures enforced by an untiring 
Chief of Police. 


For the ensuing year I recommend that 


tho different fire companies be treated as 
liberally as heretofore by your honorable 
body. 


That inasmuch as very little work was 


done upon the streets during the past 
year, that at least one street or purt there- 
of be substantially macadami/.ed. 


That tho ordinance requiring the proper 


numbering of all houses be enforced. 


The placing of signs with street names 


thereon nt all street corners where none 
now exist should also be promptly attend- 
ed to. 


That all sticets and alleys be kept 


clear of rubbish and other unsightly mat- 
ter of every description. 


That all gutters be kept tree from mud 


nnd stagnant water. 


That everything be done in fact that 


will have a tendency to mnke our town a 
clean, wholesome and pleasant place in 
which to dwell.

A petition signed by n long list of citi- 


zens wns read asking council to extend 
Franklin street from its present terminus 
ut Wood street, to Pond street. Referred 
to Street Committee. 


A petition was received from William J. 


Davis asking permission to constiuct n 
sewer on Cedar street to connect with Dr. 
Stradling's sewer on Market street. Per- 
mission was given and the Street Commit- 
tee instructed to supervise the work. 


As the ten-years' lease of the Mill street 


wharf to the steamboat company will ex- 
pire on April 1st, the Finance committee 
was also instructed to notify the naviga- 
tion company that the wharf, which is in a 
bad condition, must be put in thorough 
repair. 


President Scull said he hoped the new 


Public Property commitee would here- 
after see that the council chamber was 
better -ventilated. 
He also called the 


Street committee's atention to the cross- 
ing on Jefferson avenue at tho intersection 
of Pear street.

WANT TO BUILO SEWERS, 


A. NIW JERSEY CORPORATION ASKS COUNCIL KOB 


THE RIOHT TO DCII.D 8KWBHS AND CONSTBUCT 
ELECTRICAL CONDUITS. 
At the meeting of the Bristol Borough 


Council held on Tuesday evening, a prop- 
osition was entered which, if carried to its 
fuiaillment, will prove to be one of the 
most important 
transactions 
that tho 


members of council have had to consider 
within recent years. 


Upon the request of Frank J'. Leonard, 


one of the incorporators, an ordinance was 
introduced granting the "New Jersey Sub- 
way Company, its successors and assigns, 
the franchise to lay and maintain under- 
gionnd street conduits, subways and sew- 
erage systems in the borough of Bristol, 
Pennsylvania, together witti the necessary 
and convenient appliances nnd apurten- 
hnces, and to carry in the subways electric 
wires and other utilities, and to grant the 
use of said conduits, subways and sewer- 
age pipes to other individuals and corpora- 
tions, and providing for placing, in said 
conduits and subways, electric wires now 
carried overhead, and providing for a 
complete sewerage system maintained in 
accordance with the laws of the State of 
Pennsylvania." 


The franchise allows the company to 


rent its conduits to any other corporation 
as well ae allowing connections with the 
sewerage system. 
No more than one 


thousand feet of street shall be opened at 
one time. All work shall be done under 
the supervision of the borough engineer. 
The rates must establish a fixed scale of 
charges for the use of its conduits, before 
beginning operation, the rents to remain 
thfl same. 
Use of the conduits and sewer- 


age systems shall be given free for borough 
purposes. 
The company agrees to pay 


five per cent, per annum of its not earn- 
ings to the borough and to sell, at any 
time after two years, to the borough the 
entire plant, if the borough will assume 
the five per cent, gold bonus issued by 
the company and to pay for tho com- 
pany's stock on a five per cent, basis. 


One section of the ordinance provides: 
Within one year from the completion of 


the snbwaj, ready for use and occupancy, 
all overhead and insulated wires carrying 
electricity, with the exception of bare 
trolley wiires, on the eume highway, may 
be placed only in the the conduits of the 
said subway Company, and thereafter all 
wires and poles sustaining them, except 
the requisite terminal poles, shall be re- 
moved from the highways, and within 
one year from the completion of the sew- 
erage system of the said Subway Com- 
pany ready for use, all property owners 
having property abutting on the highway 
on which the sewer is built and maintained 
may connect only with the said sewerage 
system." 


The incorporators of the New Jersey 


Subway Company include Frank J. Leon- 
ard, of Trenton, and Alfred M. Worstall, 
of Newtown. The company is chartered 
under the laws of New Jersey and can in- 
crease its stock at will. 


The company has constructed subways 


in Bndgeton and Millville, N. J., arid Oli- 
phant, Pa., and has asked the Doylestown 
council for the right to build sewers and 
conduits. The proposition appears to be 
a fair one and is certainly deserving of the 
careful consideration of council. 


Mr. Leonard states that his company is 


prepared to go to work and build a sewer 
system in Briatol,providing council grants 
the rifcht.
